Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present invention 
advances the prior art by design of a method for inhibiting proliferative lesion formation such as 
restenosis or neointima formation through the introduction of double stranded E2F decoy. The 
method of the invention is most similar to the invention of Dzau (US 5,821,234), which 
describes a method for inhibiting proliferative lesion formation through the introduction of 
antisense sequences to inhibit cyclins and cycliii kinases. The difference between the two is that 
the prior art teaches that inhibition of PCNA (proliferating cell nuclear antigen and cdc2 kinase 
ultimately inhibit the ability of E2F to activate transcription while the method of the instant 
application uses DNA molecules that function to directly inhibit E2F function. Therefore, 
according to the instant invention, the inhibition of proliferative lesion formation is enhanced by 
direct binding of E2F decoy to free E2f transcription factor in the cell.
